GAS DEAL SCENTS SCANDAL 



The accottnt of the row In the Cit 
Hall between Alex Barret and Chap 
Joyea and bow W. Marshal! Bullitt 
happened not to be there, as pub- 
lished in the Kentucky Irish Ameri- 
can last Saturday, appears to have 
found favor with the people. It was 
not h(>c!iuse there was any merit In 
the article except the truth, and the 
fact that the story of the row had 
been suppressed in the l^iilsvillc 
daily ]ia|ieis. that it was published. 
There was no oeca.sloii for siippiess- 
ing il. .\o guns were drawn, no 
cuss words were used; It was not an 
old Kentucky feud.

For iiistaiiee a Republican admin- 
istration iiilt;lii idiitiol Louisville 
and all its civic revenues, but a Dem- 
ocratic dally paper might see its way
